By United Press 
Washington, March Id— The su ­ 
premo court today affirmed the con­ 
viction of Eugene V. Debs of Terre 
Haute, former socialist candidate for 
president, found guilty of violation of 
the espionage laws in a speech at 
Canton, O., last summer.
